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HE mail of the Washington cor- 

frespondents is burdened with lit- 

erature from the representatives of 

other nations. It is well written 
and is clearly the work of master minds 
in publicity and propaganda. 

Aside from this, most of the delegations 
hold daily conferences with the Washing- 
ton correspondents, in which they present 
their views of what should be done at the 
conference. Secretary Hughes, the head 
of the American delegation, rarely talks 
to the correspondents except when the 
conference takes some important action, 
and he then deals solely and frankly with 
the news and the facts. 

When the French delegation presented 
its program for capital ships and again 
for submarines, it felt the effect of the 
activities of the British and Japanese or- 
ganized propaganda so keenly, that it 
entered an official protest which served to 
eall attention to the efforts being made to 
shape public opinion in this country and 
in the world at large. It would be in- 
ferred from daily press headlines, that the 
expression of opinion of the French dele- 
gation as to the needs of France for naval 
defense was a threat to break up the con- 
ference. 

On the other hand, the demands for the 
abolition of the submarine had been pre- 
sented so skilfully by Great Britain’s 
publicity organization, that it might ap- 
pear that the purpose of calling a confer- 
ence was to deal with the submarine ques- 
tion. The British campaign against sub- 
marines was conducted in the name of 
humanity. The needs of France and 
other nations with small navies was com- 
pletely obseured. : ; 

Very little consideration was given by 
the American press to the interest of this 
eountry in the discussion of the subject 
of submarines. Great Britain, Japan,

I’'rance, China and other -nations are not 
being condemned by the American dele- 
gates for their efforts in this direction, 
but those who represent the United States 
around the conference table are beginning 
to wonder if there is any American or- 
ganization which is interested in what is 
being done as it affects this country. 

Not that there are no American s0- 
cieties represented in Washington during 
the conference. Societies that have never 
been heard from before are now repre- 
sented, and are maintaining expensive 
headquarters and large publicity organiza- 
tions. Wonder has been expressed both 
in and out of Congress as to who is finan- 
cing these American peace societies, which 
announce that permanent organiza ons 
have been effected for the purpose of con- 
ducting campaigns to force the American 
delegates into an agreement which is to 
preserve the peace of the world. There is 
not a suggestion in their progrem or litera- 
ture that the rights and the sovereignty 
of the United Statés should be protected. 

The propaganda being conducted b

such, is along two lines: 

(1) For business reasons, the confer- 
epee should effect an agreement which 
will reduce the dangers of war and re- 
store industrial conditions in Europe. 

(2) For sentimental reasons, the Uni- 
ted States should disarm to prevent 
future conflicts. :

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National Service—Its Aims and Accomplishments 


By Its Editor, Major Tompkins McIlvaine 


BOUT fifty members of the Mili- 
tary Training Camps Association 
met at dinner at the Yale Club in 
the autumn of 1916. The associa- 

tion had successfully launched the Platts- 
purg idea, the year before in the training 
camps held at Plattsburg, Fort Sheridan 
and the Presidio in the summer of 1915. 
The purpose of the dinner was to discuss 
the question of carrying on the Platts- 
burg idea through the publication of a 
magazine and, if the plan found favor, to 
adopt a name and form an organization. 
The writer, who believed that a magazine 
would prove a costly means of creating 
sentiment in favor of universal military 
training, and that in any event long bé- 
fore any new magazine Could becotie a 
potent influence we should and would be in 
the war on the side of the Allies, took the 
position that the Training Camps Asso- 
ciation ought not to be financially respon- 
sible for the enterprise, since it had so 
much other work to do, and that if a mag- 
azine was to be published it should be 
financed by individuals. 


Objects of Association 


The objects. of the association which the 
magazine was designed to promote may be 
briefly stated as: (1) Gemeral prepared- 
ness for the coming war; (2) compulsory 
universal military training and service; 
(3) training of officers; (4) the ultimate 
establishment of a sound permanent mili- 
tary. policy for the United States, based 
on the principle of universal obligation. 

The decision was to publish a magazine; 
to name it “National Service.” J. Lioyd 
Derby and DeLancey K. Jay, assisted by 
Grenville Clark, agreed to undertake the 
active management and to raise the neces- 
sary money. Derby and Jay conducted the 
magazine until May, 1917, when they went 
to the training camps and Dr. Bruette of 
Forest and Stream took charge. ‘ In 1918 
the Training Camps Association made the 
magazine its official] journal. In 1919 the 
writer, who had returned from France 
with added interest in universal] military 
training, became editor. This editorship 
continued until Jan. 1, 1922, when the 
magazine was combined with the Army 
AND NAvy JourRNAL by a vote of its di- 
rectors and the consent of the Military 
Training Camps Association. 

One of the chief accomplishments of the 
Training Camps Association was the sub- 
stitution of the principle of fitness and 
training for that of political favoritism in 
the selection of war-time. officers. 

The plan of training officers for the war 
through the officers’ training camps was 
suggested by the Training Camps Associa- 
tion to the President of the United States 
and the Secretary of War long before the 
declaration of hostilities. And at its sug- 
gestion the Secretary of War adopted the 
policy, by his memorandum of June 19, 
1917, of commissioning as line officers only 
graduates of officers’ training camps. 

This was the greatest step ever taken in 
the history of the country in the ofticer- 
ing of our war-time Army. It established 
the principle of physical, intellectual and 
moral fitness and technical training sas a 
test in place of the old test of political 
influence. 

The war-time officers’ training camps 
were in fact but a continuation and en- 
largement of the citizens’ training camps 








ITH this issue National Service, the official 
magazine of the Military Training Camps 
Association of the United States, becomes a part of 


the Army and Navy Journal. 


Through the courtesy 


of Major Mcllvaine, Editor of National Service, the 
old readers of this paper are introduced to the new 
member of the family. In this article Major McIlvaine 
briefly points out the purposes of National Service 
Magazine and gives a little of its history. He outlines 
in a few words for what the magazine has striven and 
for what the Training Camps Association is still 
striving. National Service stood for just what its 


name implies.

held in previous years under the auspices 
of the association. Not only was the idea 
of the camps suggested by the association 
but it did practically all the work of re- 
cruiting for them. For this purpose the 
branches of the association throughout the 
country, numbering more than 1,500, were 
made use of. All told the association 
found about 400,000 candidates during the 
year 1917 and 1918. Of these something 
like 96,000 were selected by competitive 
process, trained and commissioned. 

Of course no one pretends, certainly not 
the association or the officers themselves, 
that all these men or indeed any of them 
were turned ott of these three months’ 
camps as fully trained officers, but they 
were partly trained and they were all 
trained on the same system. 

As a whole they proved a credit to them- 
selves and to their country. Had we not 
had these men as junior officers, but their 
places had been filled by political favor- 
ites, it is not too much to say that how- 
ever able the Regular officers in superior 
command our Armies would have been lit- 
tle better than a mob. 

- For Military Policy 

The Military Training Camps Associa- 
tion is still working to secure the adop- 
tion of a sound permanent military policy 
with universal military training as its ba- 
sis. ‘The deplorable conditions disclosed 
by the draft, namely, that a large percent- 
age of our young men cannot speak the 
English language and another large per- 
centage cannot read or write any language, 
make universal military training desirable 
not only from the point of view of na 
tional defense, but for the purpose of 
Americanization. 

The aims of National Service magazine 
and the Military Training Camps Associa- 
tion might be summarized as follows: (1) 


Federal camps should be held in summer 
(except perhaps for boys engaged in agri- 
cultural or special occupations) for the 


purpose of giving our young men military 


training and educational and vocational 
training; (2) this training should be given 
to the available male youth of the coun- 
try between their eighteenth and twenty- 
first years, at their option, for a short 
period of about three or four months, un- 
der exclusive Federal control; (3) the 
military training course should be preceded 
by short educational courses for the non- 
English-speaking and illiterate; perhaps 
aliens who graduate from the camps should 
be given the privilege of thereby becoming 
naturalized, but on declining to take train- 
ing should be barred from citizenship and 
permanent residence in this country, ex- 
cept in special cases those races which, if 
admitted, would lower our physical and 
moral standards should be excluded from 
the privilege of immigration; (4) the 
graduates of the military training camps 
should be organized territorially into the 
Reserve of the U.S. Army for a period of 
years, during at least the first few years 
of which they would be subject to several 
short periods of further training: (5) a 
percentage of the men trained should be 
given vocational instruction to furnish the 
many necessary specialists for the Army 
and there should be progressive training 
for those aspiring to be officers or non- 
coms., in order that a large trained re- 
serve of officers and non-coms. be built up, 
and there should be annual maneuvers to 
give practice in mobilization and in the 
art of higher command; (6) provision 
should of course be made that a certain 
number of men take their training in the 
Navy instead of the Army, in order. to 
create a Naval Reserve. It is believed that 
such a system would provide adequate 
preparedness for defense, not aggression, 
at a minimum of cost. The Americanizing

This 
bill failed in the House. The most impor- 
tant feature of the bill, that providing for 
compulsory military training, is not in- 
eluded in the act of June 4, 1920. On 
that date the country had already forgot- 
ten, if it had oo = aoe of 
the war, just as ways , or 
never learned, the lessons of 1775, 1812, 
1861 and 1898. 

While, however, the country was not 
ready. for compu itary training, 
the Training Camps Association hopes

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New Pay Rates for Active and Retired 
Officers and Men of All the Services 


The subjoined is a condensation of the 
new pay bill as submitted to the Wads- 
worth committee Jan. 5. Rate of pay is 
to be fixed by the committee. A majority 
of the members of the committee favors 
readjusting present rate of pay along the 
general lines outlined in this bill. 


The Proposed Bill. 

A bill to increase efficiency of commis- 
sicned and enlisted personnel of Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast 
and Geodetic Survey and Public Health 
Service. 

Be it enacted, etc., that commencing 


July 1, 1922, the annual pay of commis- 
sioned officers of Regular Army and Ma- 
mne Cerps below grade of brigadier gen- 
eral; of Navy below rear admiral; of the 
Coast Guard, of Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey and Public Health Service below 
grade of surgeon general be as follows: 


Pay Periods. 


During first period, namely, first three 
years of service $1,200; during the second 
pay period, beginning of fourth until com- 
pletion of tenth year of service $——; 
third pay period, beginning of eleventh 
until completion of seventeenth year of 
service $——; fourth pay period, begin- 
ning of eighteenth year until completion 
of twenty-third year of service 4 
fifth pay posted, beginning of twenty- 
fourth year until completion of thirtieth 
year of service ; sixth pay period, 
beginning of thirty-first year of service, 
$6,000 ; provided that an officer whose pro- 
motion is limited by law to, or whose 
place is permanently fixed by law in a 
grade below that of colonel or correspond- 
ing grade in the other Services mentioned 
in title, shall not receive more than pay 
of first pay period if grade be second lieu- 
tenant; pay of second period if first lieu- 
tenant; of third pay period if captain; of 
fourth pay period if major; of fifth pay 
period if lieutenant colonel. Foregoing 
provision shall apply equally to those 
serving in the Regular Army, or in other 
services mentioned in title of this act, not 
as commissioned officers, whose pay is 
fixed at an amount equivalent to that of a 
commissioned officer of one of above 
grades. 

Sec. 2. The word “service” as used in 
preceding section shall include as to each 
of the Services mentioried in the title of 
this act, all commissioned service hereto- 
fore counted for purpose of longevity pay 
in said Services, but shall not include 
cadet service wherever performed or ser- 
v.ce as an officer of the National Guard 
not in Federal service or as a candidate 
for commission at a training camp or as 
a Reserve officer while inactive, nor shall 
it inelude enlisted service or any other 
service not commissioned. 


Constructive Service. 


See. 3. To each officer heretofore or 
hereafter appointed in’ Regular Army, or 
in any other of the Services mentioned in 
title, other than in course of promotion by 
senfority, there shall be credited on date 
of such appointment for purposes of pay, 
constructive service as follows, in grades 
as noted or their equivalent: first lieu- 
tenant, 3 years; captain, 7 years; major, 
14 years; lieutenant colonel, 20 years: 
colonel, 26 years; and such constructive 
service shall include all actual service ren- 
dered prior to that date. If actual com- 
missioned service is in excess of period of 
ecnstructive service to which an officer is 
entitled under this section, he will be 
credited with said actual service instead of 
said constructive service. Actual commis- 
sioned Service performed after date of 
computing constructive service shall be 
credited in all cases. 

Former officers of Regular Army and 
retired officers reappointed to active list, 
Sec. 24e, act of June 4, 1920, be 
credited on date of such appointment with 
actual and not constructive service. All 
officers appointed to Regular Army in 

de of second lieutenant between April 
. 1917, and June 30, 1920, both dates in- 
clrsive, and. all those appointed in grades 
of captain or first or second lieutenant to 
date July 1, 1920, shall be credited with 
ccntinuous service from April 6, 1917, to 
date of- approval of this act and this con- 
tinuous service shall be in lieu of all eon- 
structive service to which any of such offi- 
cers might otherwise be entitled under 
this section. 

See. 4. Services for pay pu shall 
not accrue to any officer who fails in his 
examination for promotion to next grade 
from date such promotion would have 
taken effect until he shall be promoted, 
nor shall it accrue to an officer passed 
over for promotion to grade below briga- 
dier general or equivalent grade in other 
Services by a selecting board during time 
he continues to serve in grade held by 
him when he was passed over, nor shall it 
accrue to an officer whose promotion is 
retarded by reason of a sentence of a 
court-martial, during period of such re 
tardation; provided, however, foregoing 
previsions shall not apply to retardation 
of promotion caused by physical disability, 
line of duty. 


National Guard and Reserves. 


Sec. 5. Federally recognized officers of 
National Guard receiving Federal pay, 





while in either State or Federal service, 
and officers of the Reserve Forces of any 
of the Services mentioned in title of this 
act when on active duty and authorized 
Ly law to receive Federal pay, and officers 
of any of Services mentioned in title when 
serving by law in temporary grade higher 
than their permanent grade, shall receive 
pay according to_r tive pay periods de- 

ned in Sec. 1 of this act, in which they 
are serving; pay period to be determined 
as follows: 

For National Guard officers, service 
shall be computed from date of Federal 
recognition, and for officers of Reserve 
Ferees and those of temporary commis 
sions, service shall be computed from date 
of appointment; and on date of such Fed- 
eral recognition or of such appointment, 
whether original or promotion, construc- 
tive service shall be eredited in amounts 
equal to that provided in and under same 
eonditions as those laid down in Sec. 3 
of this act; such officers shall not pass 
beyond pay period corresponding to grade 
in which they actually hold commission, 
regardless of total, actual and construc- 
tive service. 


Subsistence. 


Sec. 6. To each commissioned officer be- 
low brigadier general or equivalent in any 
of services mentioned in title, there shall 
be allowed at all times, upon a per diem 
basis, a cash allowance for subsistence for 
himself, rate for each fiscal year to be de- 
termined by President accordance certifi- 
cate furnished by Secretary of Labor, 
showing comparative cost of food. Such 
rate is hereby fixed at 65 cents for fiscal 
year 1923, and this rate shall be used as 
standard for 1922 in fixing rate for subse- 
quent yéars. To each commissioned offi- 
cer who has one or two dependents there 
shall be allowed an amount equal to sub- 
sistence allowance for himself and in addi- 
tion thereto; and to each commissioned 
officer who has three or more dependents 
an amount equal to double the subsistence 
allowance for himself and in addition 
thereto. 

Quarters. 


See. 7. To each commissioned officer be- 
low brigadier general or equivalent who 
is not furnished with public quarters there 
shall be allowed at times, upon a 
monthly basis, a personal cash allowance 
for rental quarters, amount to be deter- 
mined by rate for one room fixed by the 
President for each fiscal year in accord- 
ance with a certificate furnished by the 
Secretary of Labor. Such rate for one 
rocm is fixed at $20 per month for year 
1923. To each officer of said Services 
serving in first or second pay periods this 
personal cash allowance shall be equal to 
that for two rooms and te each such offi- 
cer with one or two dependents in addi- 
tion thereto an amount equal to that for 
one room, and to each such officer who has 
three or more dependents in addition 
thereto an amount equal to that for two 
rooms. To each officer of any of said Ser- 
vices serving in third or fourth pay periods 
this personal cash allowance shall be equal 
to that for three rooms and for one or 
two dependents, in addition an amount 
equal to that for one room; three or more 
dependents an addition equal to that for 
two rooms. 

To each officer serving in fifth or sixth 
pay periods, cash allowance shall be equal 
to that for four rooms; and for one or 
two dependents in addition an amount 
equal to that for one room; for three or 
more dependents an addition equal to that 
for two rooms. 


Pield Duty. 


When a commissioned officer below 
brigadier general or its equivalent shall be 
assigned to field or sea duty no personal 
rental allowance shall be made to him 
while he is so employed, but he shall be 
entitled to same rental allowance on. ac- 
count of dependents that he would other- 
wise be entitled to. Field or sea duty 
under this act shall be such service as 
President may define. 

Sec. 8. When total of pay and allow- 
uuces for subsistence and rental of qua. 
ters authorized in this act for any com- 
missioned officer below brigadier general 
or its equivalent shall exceed $7,400 a 
year, amount of allowances to which such 
office, is entitled shall be reduced by 
amount of excess above $7,400. 

. 9. Word “dependent” as used in 
thig act shall include a lawful wife, a son 
under 21 years of age, an unmarried 
daughter of any age, an invalid son of 
any age, and the officer’s father, mother, 
invalid brother or sister dependent upon 
him for support. 


Rates Above Colonel. 


See. 10. Commencing July 1, 1922, an- 
nual pay of commissioned officers above 
eolonel or its equivalent shall be: Briga- 
dier genera] of the Army or Marine Corps, 
rear admiral (lower half) of Navy, sur- 
geon general of the Public Health Ser- 
vice, ,000; major general of Army or

Existing laws authorizing continuous 
service pay for each five years of service 
are hereby repealed, effective June 30, 
1922; further, on and after July 1, 1922, 
an enlistment allowance equal to $25 mul- 
tiplied by number of years in enlistment 
period from which soldier has last been 
discharged shall be paid every honorably 
discharged soldier who re-enlists within 
three months from date of last discharge, 

Sec. 12. On and after July 1, 1922, an. 
nual pay of commissioned warrant officers 
and warrant officers of Navy and Coast 
Guard shall be: Commissioned warrant 
officers, $—; warrant officers, $—; on and 
after July 1, 1922, grades of enlisted men 
of Navy and Coast Guard shall be same 
for the two Services and such as Presgj- 
dent may from time to time direct, with 
monthly base pay at rate of $— for Iigt 
grade; $—, 2d grade; $—, 3d grade; $—, 
4th grade; $—, 5th grade; $—, 6th grade;

Of total number of enlisted men, those

Under such regulations as 
President may prescribe, enlisted men in 
6th and 7th grades may be rated as spe 
cialists and receive extra pay therefor per 
month as follows: 1st class, $—; 2d, $—; 

Of the total authorized number of en- 
listed men in 6th and 7th grades, those 
rated as specialists of 1st class shall not

tum, Existing laws authorizing re-enlist- 
ment gratuity to enlisted men of Navy 
and Coast Guard are repealed and here- 
after enlistment allowance equal to $25 
multiplied by number of years in enlist- 
menet period from which enlisted man has 
last been discharged shall be paidd to 
every honorably discharged man who re- 
enlists within three months from date of 
last discharge. 

Existing laws or regulations authoriz- 
ing permanent additions to pay, citizen- 
ship pay, continuous service pay, and 
transient additions to pay are repealed. 
Hereafter enlisted men of the Navy who 
belong to the Fleet Reserve shall be paid 
$— a month, except that when on active 
duty they shall receive full pay and al- 
lowances. 


Allowances, Warrant Officers and Enlisted. 


See. 13. Commissioned warrant off- 
cers, warrant officers and enlisted men of 
1st, 2d and 3d grades and specialists of 
1st and 2d classes shall be entitled at all 
times to same cash allowances for subsist- 
ence for themselves and their dependents 
as are authorized in Séc. 6 of this act for 
officers; and when not furnished public 
quarters or when in field or at sea to same 
cash allowances for rental of quarters for 
themselves and their dependents as are 
authorized in Sec. 7 of this act for officers 
serving in first or second pay periods. 
Commuted value of ration for other en- 
listed men to whom ration in kind cannot 
be issued, under regulations prescri 
by President, shall be fixed from time to 
time by President; shall be. same for all 
Services mentioned in title of this act; 
and shall not exceed $1.50 per day. Cash 
allowance for rental of quarters for en- 
listed men not occupying public quarters 
shall be fixed by President; shall be same 
for all Services, and not exceed $20 per 
month. 


Transportation. 
See. 14. In lieu of transportation im 
kind authorized by Sec. 12, May 18, 1920, 


for officer’s wife and dependent children, 
President may authorize payment in 
transportation costs. Dependent children 
shall be such as are defined in Sec. 9 of 
this act. Hereafter officers of any of the 
Services mentioned in title when travel- 
ing under competent orders shall have 
mileage allowance now authorized by law 
for Arwny ‘ officers.

See. 21. Nothing in this act shall be 
ecnstrued to change existing laws or regu- 
lations governing allowances in kind for 
subsistence and quarters for enlisted men; 
for quarters, heat and light for officers; 
private mounts of officers; transportation 
in kind for officers and enlisted men 
and their dependents; tarnsportation 
and packing allowances for baggage; 


extra pay for flying duty or aerial flights; 
cash allowances to enlisted men on ac- 
ecunt of good conduct, medals, or awards 
of medals or decorations, of any of the 
Services mentioned in the title. 

All laws and parts of laws, other than 
this act, and all .regulations, authorizing 
pay or allowances, or both, for officers or 
enlisted men, or both, of the Services men- 
tioned in the title of this act; and all laws 
or parts in conflict with this act, are 
hereby repealed. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE RECORDS 
OF ARMY HELD CONFIDENTIAL. 


The Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia has held that The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army is not required to produce 
the records of the department on the Selec- 
tive Draft act in court. The case came up 
on an appeal from the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia. Major Gen. 
Peter C. Harris, The A.G., had been sen- 
tenced to serve a term of ten days in jail 
for contempt of court by refusing to pro- 
duce certain affidavits in his possession. 
The upper court reversed the decision, and 
as a consequence The Adjutant General 
will not be required to serve the sentence 
of the lower court. 

The case is regarded of the highest im- 
portance, as efforts are being made by liti- 
gants in the civil courts to secure confiden- 
tial records of the War Department. In 
this case an order had been made in divorce 
Proceedings pending in a court in Summit 
county, Ohio, in which Harry H. Walsh is 
the plaintiff and Mary H. Walsh is the de- 
fendant. The plaintiff in his petition for 
divorce charged neglect of duty and ex- 
treme cruelty on the part of his wife, and 
im that she, by filing an affidavit with the 
draft board at Akron, Ohio, caused him to 
be inducted into military service.

Department Upheld 
in Class “** B’’ Cases 


Reversing the decision of the lower court 
in the cases of Col. William F. Creary and 
Major John W. French, U.S8.A., the Court 
of Apperls of the District of Columbia sus- 
tains the policy of’the War Department in 
the classification of officers as provided for 
in the amended National Defense act, ap- 
proved June 4, 1920. It was held by Asso- 
ciate Justice Van Orsdel that the func- 
tions of the President and Secretary of War 
in enforcing Section 24b of the National 
Wefense act as amended June 4, 1920, are 
administrative and not judicial, as in court- 
martial cases. Under these conditions, it 
was held by the court that the President 
can authorize the Secretary of ‘War to act 
for him. 

The opinion is an exhaustive one in 
which the court upholds the independent 
administrative authority of the President 
and the Secretary of War. The court 
makes a plain distinction between the func- 
tions of the Chief Executive in reviewing 
the proceedings of a court-martial and the 
approval of the classification board under 
the new law. Judge Van Orsdel said, in 
part: 


Court-Martial Differont. 


In the Runkle case, as here, the order in- 
volved the dismissal of an officer from the 


Army. But there the statute expressly pro- 
vided that no ‘‘sentence of a general court- 
martial, in the time of peace, extending to 


the loss of life, or the dismission of a com- 
missioned officer, or which shall, either in time 
of peace or war, respect a general officer, be 
carried into execution, until after the whole 
proceedings shall have been transmitted to the 
Secretary of War, to be laid before the 
President of the Unifed States, for his con- 
firmation or disapproval, and orders in the 
case.’ An officer was court-martialed for 
misconduct, convicted, and as a penalty, dis- 
missed from the Service. The proceedings re- 
lated to the discipline of the Army. 

Here we are dealing with a general act of 
Oongress for the reorganization of the Army, 
and the ‘proceedings related to the classifica- 
tior. of the officers—those classified in Olass A 
to be retained, and those classified in Class 
B to be retired or dismissed according to the 
cause of unfitness. The proceedings are purely 
administrative, and do not partake in any 
sevse of a judicial character. Relator has 
no property right in the office to which he 
seeks reinstatement (Taylor and Marshall vs. 
U.8., 548); no contract right 
is involved: (Butler vs. Pennsylvania, 10 
How.. 402); and the office he held was re- 
vecable by the et at will (Crenshaw 
vs. United States, 134 U.S., 99). In other 
words, the relator’s rights are measured by 
the statute. Reaves vs. Ainsworth, 219 U.S., 
296; ex-parte Garland, 4 Wall., 333, 378. 


Delegation of Power. 


The President, as Commander-in-Chief of 

the Army and Navy is vested with wide ad- 
ministrative and executive Fart and unless 
the exercise thereof is made judicial by ex- 
press provision of statute, or is such by clear 
implication, authority may be given by the 
President to the proper head of a department 
to act for him and in his name. The power 
of the President to delegate authority to the 
Secretary of War in oa? affairs is ex- 
pressed in Sec. 216, B.S. is implies au- 
thority in the President to impose upon the 
Secretary of War the administration in his 
name or by his order of much of the general 
executive power reposed in him as Oommand- 
er-in-Ohief of the Army. The limitaton upon 
the power of the President to so delegate his 
authority in administrative military affairs 
seems to extend only to those cases where he 
is-expressly or by clear ar ar ig required 
by statute to act in his ind vidual official ca- 
pacity. - 
. Nothing in the present statute relating to 
the classification of officers imposes 48 judicial 
duty upon tho President to review the find- 
ings of the official classification board or per- 
sonally issue the order of approval or dis- 
approval. The gy’ is | ag executive, and 
can be performed lawfully by the Secretary. 
As was said in the Runkle case: *‘ There can 
be no doubt that the President, in the exer- 
cise of his executive power under the Consti- 
tution, may act through the head of the ap- 
propriate executive department. The heads of 
departments are authorized assistants in the 
performance of his executive duties, and their 
official acts, promulgated in the regular course 
of business, are presumptively his acts. That 
has been many times decided by this court. 


Mandamus Inoperative.

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NAVAL RESERVE BOARD'S 
RECOMMENDATIONS SUBMITTED. 


A comprehensive plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Naval Reserve, recommended by 
the Washington board, is being submitted 


to the Reservists by the Secretary of the 
Navy. Copies of the report are being sent 
out from the Navy Department by the Sec- 
retary with a view to obtaining suggestions 
from not only those in the Reserve but offi- 
cers and men who served in the Navy dur- 
ing the war. 

After this information has been obtained 
the Secretary will act upon the report and 
the Judge Advocate General of the Navy 
will be requested to draw up a bill which 
will be submitted to Congress. In formu- 
lating the bill the Marine Corps will be in- 
cluded, provisions being made for a Re- 
serve of the corps. 

has been forecast in these columns, 
the Washington board has endeavored to 
follow up what is known as the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves provisions 
of the amended National Defense act. The 
board which submitted the report consisted 
of Admiral Washi:gton, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, Rear Admirals T. P. 
Magruder and J. L. Latimer, Capts. W. R. 
Gherardi and John W. Timmons, all U.S. 
N. Lieut. Comdr. R. M. Emmet, U.S.N., 
acted as recorder. ‘ 

The first. recommendation of the board 
with regard to compensation for the Re- 
serves is for the abolishment of retainer 
pay. The report states specifically: “As 
a general principle, in time of peace, mem- 
bers of the Naval Reserve should only re- 
ceive pay for service actually rendered, fol- 
lowing as far as practicable the National 
Defense act of 1916 as amended.” 

This recommendation is not to affect 
classes 1(¢) and 1(d) of the Fleet Reserve 
now in the Service, or any who may be- 
come eligible for transfer to these classes 
under the existing law. The report says: 

“This, in order to keep faith with the 
men now in these classes or in the Regular 
Navy whose enlistments and re-enlistments 
may have been caused by their application 
of the benefits conferred on them by exist- 
ing law. Failure to exempt these men can 
only result in detriment to the morale of 
the Regular Navy and the Fleet Reserve, 
classes 1(c) and 1(d).” 

After giving a history of the recent de- 
mobilization of the Naval Reserve, the 
board sets forth the policies under which, 
in its opinion, the Navy should be organ- 
ized. It follows the new Army plan in de- 
elaring that the “Navy of the United 
States” should be composed of two compo- 
nent parts. One is the Regular Navy and 
the other is the Reserve Force. 

In outlining the pay of Naval Reserve 
the report makes recommendations which, 
briefly, are as follows: 

_ Retainer pay as such should be abol- 
ished. . . . Except when ordered to ac- 
tive duty, the Fleet Reserve in time of peace 
should be paid as follows: 

(a) Officers of Pleet Naval Regerve. 

Officers below rank of lieutenant command- 
er attached to divisions of Fleet Naval Re- 
serve should receive compensation at rate of 
1-30 of monthly base pay of their grades as 
prescribed for Regular Navy for each regular 
drill or other period of instruction under 
such regulations as may be prescribed by 
Secretary of Navy, not exceeding five in any 
one calendar month, at which they shall have 
been officially present. 

Officers of F.N.R. regularly assigned and 
commanding divisions of ould re- 
ceive pay at rate of $240 a year in addition 
to drill and active training duty pay herein 
prescribed. 

Officers of F.N.R. above rank of lieutenant 
should receive not more than $500 a year ex- 
clusive of active duty and active training 
duty pay, provded they perform dutes during 
the year prescribed by Secretary of Navy. 

Officers of Fleet Naval Reserve below rank 
of lieutenant commander not attached to di- 
vision of F.N.R. should. receive not more than 
4-30 of monthly base pay of their grade each 
menth for satisfactory performance of their 
appropriate duties. 

ficers and men of F.N.R. when perform- 
ing active training duty should be entitled to 
same base pay and transportation as officers 
and men of corresponding ranks. in Regular 
Navy. No officer or man should receive pay 
for more than fifteen days’ active training 
duty in any fiscal year. 


Enlisted Men. 

(b) Each enlisted man of F.N.R. attached 
to a division of the F.N.R. should receive a 
rate of 1-30 of monthly base pay of his rat- 
ing in Regular Navy for each drill or other 
period of instruction, under regulations as 
may be prescribed by Secretary of the Navy, 
ordered for his division. where he is officially 
present,. not exeeeding eight in any one cal- 
endar month and not exceeding sixty drills in 
one year. 

(c) Enlisted men of Regular Navy of less 
than twenty years’ service, transferred to 
Fleet Reserve for four years pursuant to 
their enlistment contracts in Regular Navy, 
should be paid $25 per annum for mainte- 
nanee of uniform and satisfactory perform- 
ance of their appropriate duties, except that 
when employed with. their own consent for 


duty in connection with organizaton, admin- | 


istration, training, instruction or inspectio of 
Fleet Reserve they should receive for such 
service, in lieu of $25 per annum, 4-30 of 
monthly base pay of their rate each month. 

(d) Men now in Olass 1(b) of the F.N.R. 
should be paid exactly as prescribed in (e) 
above. 

(e) Men now in Olasses 1(c) and 1(d) of 
F.N.R. should be paid as prescribed by exist- 
ing law. : 

(f) Men not in Regular Navy on date of 
this reorganization but who in future may 
transfer to Fleet Reserve for ten years after 
twenty years’ service in Regular Navy should 
be paid. one-third of pay received at date of 
transfer.

Stinson trained many Army fliers near

SUBSIDY FOR AVIATION. 

The Swiss government has decided to 
increase the financial help that it is giv- 
ing to civil aviation, and is prepared to 
assist in the establishment next year of 
a Swiss air mail line to connect with in- 
ternational services. 

In an official statement issued by the 
Federal Air Office, it is explained that in 
1920 the military authorities, realizing 
that a national eivil aviation would be 
able to serve as a reserve for the numeri- 
cally weak military air force, granted to 
aerial transport undertakings a subsidy 
of 200 francs a month for each service 
pilot employed. They also granted spe- 
cial facilities to these enterprises, 
later increased the subsidy to francs.

Incorporated in New York. 

The Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce 
of America is incorporated under the laws 
of the state of New York. Among its 
aims and purposes, as set forth in the 
charter, are:

“To procure uniformity and certainty 
in the customs and usages of trade and 
commerce among its members and those 
persons, firms or corporations having a 
common trade, business or professional in- 
terest in all.matters pertaining to aero- 
nautics. 

“To aid and assist in mapping out air 

and lanes; the location of landing 

ds, airdromes, hangars, or such other 

structures as may be necessary for the 
advancement of aeronautics. 

“To advocate and promote in every law- 
ful way the enactment of just and equita- 
ble laws pertaining to aeronau- 
tics. 

“To settle, adjust and arbitrate any and 
all differences which may arise between its 
members and persons, firms or corpora- 
tions dealing with taem. - 

To Promote Friendly Interest. 


“To promote a more enlarged and 
friendy intercourse between its mombers 
and persons, firms and co tions en- 
gaged in the business of or ng in air- 
craft, aircraft motors and aircraft parts 
and accessories, and generally to do every 
act and thing which may be necessary and 
proper for the advancement of the aero- 
nautical art and industry and the accom- 
plishment of the objects and purposes 
hereinbefore set forth; provided, however, 
that nothing herein contained shall au- 
thorize this corporation to engage in any 
business for pecuniary profit.” 

The new organization has taken over 
the offices and equipment of the Manufac- 
turers’ Aircraft Association at 501 Fifth 
avenue, New York city. The latter or- 
ganization will continue to serve its mem- 
bers in handling the administration of the 
cross license agreement covering airplane 
patents. The Aeronautical Chamber of 
Commerce will assume and extend all of 
the functions formerly handled by the older 
organization, including the collection and 
dissemination of information rding 
aeronautical activities in this and other 
countries, the publication of the Aircraft 
Year Book and the furnishing of special 
services to its members through its vari- 
ous departments and committtees.

BREEDING OF BEMOUNTS, 


The Remount Service of the U.S. Army 
at the close of the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1921, had on hand 183 stallions, of 
which 74 were donated and 109 were pur- 
chased, according to the report of Major 
Gen. H. L. Rogers, Q.M. General, re- 
cently issued. The report further says: 
“The value of stallions donated is con- 
servatively estimated at $250,000; the 
average amount paid for stallions pur- 
chased is $852,19 each, but this does not 
represent nearly the true value of the 
stallion. 

“A plan for the encouragement of 
breeding was drawn up by the Remount 
Service after the original 000 for 
breeding was appropriated Congress 
fer the fiscal year 1920. It is substan- 
tielly.as follows: The ernment places 
stallions throughout the United States in 
the hands of civilians who are known as 
lccal agents and who are paid a salary in 
proportion to the number of mares which 
they actually breed and accordi to the 
amount of work which they ly do. 

“For each mare properly bred to a 
re f — a seen ices aver- 
ag'ng arged e Government, 
collected by remount officers, and turned 
into the Treasury of the United States to 
the credit of miscellaneous receipts. The 
Government also furnislies the feed for 
stallions while on stud duty at not to 
exceed $1 Foo day for four months. The 
people of the communities where stallions 
have been placed are much interested in 
this work and regard the Government op- 
eration of stallions as a most constructive 
work in the improvement of horsefiesh, 
end more particularly in the breeding of 
riding animals, which has reached a de- 








lorable state of inactivity in the United 
States,”

It does not appear to be fully under-

At least, the professors of 
military scfence and tactics at the col- 
leges and universities have not reported to 
the Department much activity in this di- 
rection. 

Up to date the 3d Corps Area has re- 
ported two from the Pennsylvania State 
College; the 6th Corps Area two from 
Northwestern University, Illinois, and 
fcur from the University of Illinois; the 
8th Corps Area seven from the State 
cultural College of Coiorado and the 9th 
Corps Area two from the Pomona Col- 
lege, Calif., and one from Stanford Uni- 
versity, Calif. 

Under date of Nov. 30, 1921, the pro- 


senior units of the -Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps were called upon to name 
students who were completi the pre- 
scribed course of military training at mid- 
year and who were, therefore, entitled 
under the law and regulations to appoint- 
ment in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

The War Department opinion .is that 
-with a proper effort the mid-year class of 
graduates from the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps can be brought up almost 
te the size of the regular class that gradu- 
ates at the end of the school year. 





WEARING OF UNIFORMS OF B.0.T.C. 


The War Department, under date of 
Dec. 2, sent out a letter to the several 
corps area commanders, criticizing the 
wearing of uniforms by the R.O.T.C., 
which was written by Mr. Robert A. 
Adams, National Judge Advocate of the 
American Legion, and sent to the War 
Department, which said in part: 

“In many of our cities the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps units of the high 
schools send their members upon the 
streets generally with a total lack of uni- 
form propriety. For example, the R.O.T. 
C. unit of Indianapolis apparently have 
as a part of their uniform the overseas 
cap of an officer of Field Artillery, so far 
as the red binding is concerned. They 
wear upon their arms Boy Scout insignia, 
many of them turning back the collars of 
their blouses in order to make a British 
uniform coat. Those few who do not do 
that rarely button their blouses.” ” 

The Adjutant General of the Army, in 
commenting on the above letter, requests 
that the attention. of the proper authori- 
ties at the institution be brought to the 
matter, and that effort should be made to 
limit the time during which students ap- 
pear on the streets wearing uniforms per- 
taining to the R.O.T.C. unit. 


UNIVERSITY OF VERMONT.

duce the probability of war. It may make 
war cheaper, but cheapness increases, not 
decreases, the supply of any article. If 
men have nothing else, they can fight with 
the fire irons just as well as with guns 
or swords. The scrapping of warships 
only serves to make the more numerous 
merchantmen the future battleships. 

The Military Training Camps Associa- 
tion endeavored before and at the out- 
break of war to have the draft legislation 
put on the statute books in the form of a 
permanent measure, foreseeing that as 
soon as hostilities ceased the cry would be 
for an immediate and false economy, even 
at the ultimate risk of national safety. 
The association had to desist from that at 
tempt because to have persisted in it might 
have further delayed the passage of the 
act which, as it was, was not passed until 
almost six weeks after the declaration of 
war. 

America must not remain in the post- 
war apathy that has, after all previous 
wars, dulled our appreciation of the neces- 
sity for national defense. In time of peace 
no one listens to our Regular officers. We 
utterly neglect these patriotic men until 
the next war and then we wake up and 
are shocked to find how few there are of 
them and ask why aren’t there more, @ 
why haven’t they done this or that; which 
is just what they have been vainly recom- 
mending and asking appropriations for 
ever since the last war. National Service 
has striven to keep the civilians of the 
country alert and prevent what has al- 
wavs happened happening again. 

The need to reach the civilians of the 
country still exists; the country still has 
the problem of national defense to face. 
The ARMY AND Navy JourNat having 
broadened under its present management 
to cover the field represented by National 
Service, the directors of the Training 
Camps Association and the editor of Na- 
tional Service believe that the objects they 
have at heart will best be served through 
the combination of National Service with 
the older publication, the ArRmy AND NAVY 
JOURNAL.

two million men fighting in Europe and an- 
other two million under arms at home wait- 
ing to go, he would have scoffed at the pos- 
sibility of its ever happening. 

He would have said, “Why we have no 
quarrel with anybody in Europe. We do 
not want to fight anyone in Hurope. No 
one can get an army across the Atlantic to 
attack us and we certainly will never take 
any army across the Atlantic to attack 
anybody else.” 

If he had been told that the Regular 
Army was too small to do the necessary po- 
lice work within our own country, which is 
occasionally demanded of it, and that even 
leaving that out of consideration, it was 
entirely too small to properly train the offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers who 
would be necessary to train our citizen 
Army in case of war, everything would 
have been said of his informant which is 
being said to-day by the honest pacifists 
and the foreign propagandists anxious to 
see this country disarmed. 

In the last war our men-of-war went to 
sea improperly manned. Had the German 
fleet come out, even though the ensuing 
fight had been a victory, as undoubtedly 
would have been the case, our losses in 
killed and wounded would have been far 
greater than necessary, as green men al- 
ways pay a greater price than the trained. 


Brave Americans Sacrificed 


On land, again and again, brave but only 
partially trained Americans went out to be 
shot down in unnecessary numbers by much 
less numerous but skilled German machine 
gunners. Again and again brave but only 
partially trained Americans suffered se- 
verely from German shellfire because unac- 
quainted with the means of avoiding it and 
protecting themselves from it. 

There is nothing new in the present-day 
desire for peace. It follows every great 
war just as inevitably as good resolutions 
follow physical excesses. There is nothing 
veing said to-day which cannot be found in 
British literature and in the speeches in 
British Parliament after the Napoleonic 
era. Every man who has seen war wishes 
to avoid having another war in the future 
if possible. 

Every move made to limit war by remov- 
ing its causes through a sane discussion of 
any disputed question in which each party 
concerned has a real desire to be just to 
the other must receive the support of every 
honest person. 


National Principles Ignored 


Any propaganda tending to influence the 
people of this country to further reduce 
their Army and Navy, based merely on the 
dislike of war and without regard to the 
fact that justice and the protection of the 
things for which this country stands have 
necessitated war in the past and probably 
will again in the future, in spite of most: 
honest efforts to the contrary, is an appeal 
to cowardice and the worst that is in us, 
rather than the principle upon which this 
nation has guided itself in the past of in- 
sisting upon righteousness even though it 
was necessary to break the peace. 

In every war this country has fought up 
to the present we have paid a price in killed 
and wounded way out of proportion to the 
results produced. The people who have 
prevented a sane preparation in time of 
peace are just as responsible for the dead 
and the wounded, the widows, the orphans, 
and all the attendant suffering as if they 


had directly killed and wounded the men 
concerned. 

Oceans of propaganda and misinforma- 
tion are being spread over the country in 
which any sane attempt to keep our coun- 
try properly prepared to face the facts of 
this world as they are is labeled militar- 
ism, by which is meant preparation for 
war for the purposes of conquest for con- 
quest’s sake. 

It is time that the men and women who 
have paid the price in the past wars and 
who would pay the price in future wars 
found out, not who the paid press agent 
prostitutes writing the propaganda are, 
but who the directing brains are and who 
is putting up the large amount of cash 
necessary to conduct the campaign, so that 
they may stand clearly before their fellow 
countrymen as responsible. 

In a democracy freedom of thought and 
freedom of expression of views are essen- 
tial. Along with that freedom must go 
the square acceptance of responsibility for 
the consequences.

National Service 
HIS number is the first issue’ in 
which NaTIoNAL Service, the mag- 
azine of the Military ‘Training 
Camps. Association, is incorporated 
with the AgMy AND Navy JOUBNAL, 

It is believed that this incorporation will 
be of distinct advantage to the regular 
Army and Navy, as it tends to bring into 
cioser touch with them a civilian organiza- 
tion spread throughout the country whose 
past records and present policies show 
clearly that it stands for a sane system of 
national defense based upon our past his- 
tory. 

There never was a time in the history of 
the country when it was more necessary to 
separate the sheep from the goats on all 
questions having to do with national de- 
fense. While the period of apathy and in- 
difference to things military and naval 
which has followed each one of our past 
wars inevitably led to our paying a price 
in blood and treasure in the next war in- 
commensurate with the results produced by 
our efforts, in each case we were still a 
comparatively unimportant nation, a long 
way off from the center of world affairs. . 


Action Needed New 
At the present time we are passing 
through the same period of apathy and in- 
difference which just as inevitably will lead 
to waste of treasure and blood in the next 


war unless something is done to counter- 
act it. 

There is, however, an essential. 
ence between the present period and t 
preceding similar ones. Instead of being 
an unimportant nation, we are probably 
the most important, if for no other reasons 
than our wealth and the fact that we are 
midway between the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, With the center of interest of 
world affairs gradually passing from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, this geographical 
position is of the greatest importance. 
Whether we like it or not, we not only are 
mixed up in world affairs but are probably 
the crux of them. 

The professional officer, soldier or sailor 
who points out the lessons of our past mili- 
tary and naval history and uses them to 
show the necessities of the present as a 
reasonable guard against the future is 
propmtply howled down by thousands of 
pacifists, foreign propagandists and inferior 
politicians as a militarist. He cannot ob- 
tain a hearing. 

Support from Civilians 

Throughout the tountry are hundreds of 
thousands of sane men and women who, 
while opposed to militarism in its real 
sense, understand and want to understand 
the necessities of national defense and are 
willing to back up all sane measures. ‘These 
people know that a Regular officer, soldier 
or sailor is no different from any othor 
American in his thoughts or his ideals. 

They know that any differences of opin- 
ion engendered by the war between Regu- 
lars, National Guardsmen, Reservists and 
the many thousands of civilians engaged in 
important war work of various kinds Was 
after all not due to any fundamental differ- 
ence in the Americans belonging to these 
bodies, but to the unavoidable confusion 
which inevitably results when a determined 
but unprepared and highly individualistic 
people goes to war. 

The time has come when sane Americans 
of both sexes, of all sections of the country 
and of all occupations, should make them- 
selves heard in such an unmistakable man- 
ner that fanatics and foreigners will under- 
stand that while this country is ready at 
all times to do everything possible to re- 
move the canses of war, and honorably 
avoid war until the last moment, it ae 
disarm itself in the face of a hungry and 
largely unscrupulous world.

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Promotions and 
Retirements 








Brig. Gen. Charles G. Long, U.S.M-C., 
who was placed on the retired list Dec. 31, 
1921, at his own request after over thirty 
years’ service, was born in Massachusetts, 
Dec. 14, 1869, and first entered the Ser- 
vice as &@ midshipman at the U.S. Naval 
Academy Sept. 7, 1885, being graduated in 
1889. After spending two years at sea he 
was commissioned a second lieutenant in 
the Marine Corps in July, 1891. Among 
his various duties afloat and ashore he 
served with the Marine Battalion of the 
North Atlantic Squadron from April to 
September, 1898, served in the Philippines 
and was also on duty in China during the 
Boxer Rebellion in 1900, taking part in 
the siege of Tientsin, Pekin and other ac- 
tions. He was commended by the Navy 
Department for his gallant, meritorious 
and courageous conduct. He was then a 
eaptain in command of Co. D, Ist Regi- 
ment of Marines, which, among other op- 
erations, also acted as a support to the 
pattery under command of Capt. Henry J. 
Reilly, 5th Artillery, U.S.A., who was 
killed at Pekin, Aug. 15, 1900, during the 
attack on the city. General Long subse- 
quently, among other duties, served with 
the regiment of Marines in Panama and 
Nicaragua and was in command of the 
force that entered and took the city of 
Leon, Oct. 5, 1912. He partieipated in 
the occupation of Vera Cruz, Mexico, in 
April, 1914, and was commissioned briga- 
dier. general in 1918. He was detached 
from duty as assistant to the Major Gen- 
eral Commandant Oct. 1, 1920, for duty 
in the Republic of Santo Domingo as the 
commanding general of the 2d Brigade of 
Marines. On Noy. 11, 1920, he was 
awarded the Navy Cross, the following 
citation accompanying the award: “For 
exceptionally meritorious service in a duty 
of great responsibility as assistant to the 
Major General Commandant and as officer- 
in-charge of the organization and distribu- 
tion of the personnel of the Marine Corps, 
both for duty with the Navy and with the 
American Expeditionary Forces in France.” 
He was detached from duty in Santo Do- 
mingo Aug. 8, 1921, and reported at 
Washington, and was granted leave until 
retired on Dec. 31. 


Rear Admiral Lloyd H. Chandler, U.S. 
N.. who was placed on the retired list Dec. 
20, 1921, after more than thirty years’ ser- 
vice, was awarded the Navy Cross “for ex- 
ceptional meritorious service in a duty of 
great responsibility as commanding officer 
of the U.S.S. New Hampshire and as chief 
of staff to the commander of Battleship 
Force One, Atlantic Fleet.” He was also 
given a letter of commendation by the War 
Department Ang. 13, 1919, and was award- 
ed the Spnish Campaign Badge. Admiral 
Chandler was the third son of the late 
William EB. Chandler, a former Secretary 
of the Navy, and was born in the District 
of Columbia, Aug. 16, 1869. He was grad- 
uated from the U.S.N.A. in June, 1888, 
and among other duties served in the Bos- 
ton, Portsmouth and Concord, in the Coast 
Survey and as instructor of mathematics 
At the Naval Academy. He subsequently 
served in the Monongahela, . Marblehead 
and Minneapolis and other ships. He was 
secretary to Commodore John A. Howell, 
commander-in-chief of the European sta- 
tion, aboard the flagship San- Francisco, 
from February, 1898, until the close of 
the War with Spain. He also served with 
Commodore Howell in the Northern Pa- 
trol Squadron and on the Havana Block- 
ade. Other service included inspection 
duty, duty im the Bureau of Ordnance in 
charge of torpedo and mine work. He 
ecmmanded the Scorpion and Bailey and 
other ships, and was also commander of 
the Train of the Atlantic Fleet, which was 
his last sea duty. Admiral Chandler mar- 
ried Miss Agatha B. Edson, daughter of 
the late Major Theodore Edson, U.S.A: 
He has performed some nineteen years of 
sea service and some fifteen years and six 
months of shore duty. 





Rear Admiral Albert Gleaves, U8.N., 
was retired for age Jan. 1, 1922; after a 
distinguished record of service. From his 
office in Hoboken, N.J., during the World 
War, Admiral Gleaves as commander of 
the Cruiser and Transport Fleet directed 
the movements of cruisers and destroyers 
that convoyed in safety men and munitions 
for the war zone, He was also in per- 
sonal command of the first convoy of de- 
stroyers that guarded the troop ships car- 
rying the first American troops to France, 
his flagship at the time being the. seout 
cruiser Birmingham. Admiral Gleaves 
was awarded the D.S.M. by the War De- 
partment “for exceptionally meritorious 
and conspicuous service as commander of 
the Cruiser and Transport Fleet. His un- 
tiring energy, close co-operation and wise 
decisions contributed greatly to the suc- 
cessful oversea operations of the Trans- 
port Fleet, resulting in the. successful 
transportation of the United States forces 
abroad.” The Cruiser and ‘Transport 
Force, under Admiral Gleaves, started 
only a month after the United States en- 
tered the World War, developed into a 
fivet of 149 ships, manned by 4,238 offi- 
cers and 59,030 men. In spite of the sub- 
marine this. fleet prior to the Armistice, 
w'fhont a single Toss due to enemy action, 
carried 911,047 fighting men to Burope 





end supplied cruiser escort for these and 
for 809,313 souls also who took passage 
in foreign ships. After the signing of the 
Armistice the Transport Fleet expanded 
still more and brought back to the United 
States in ten months 85 per cent. of our 
overseas army—approximately 1,600,000 
men. It transported across the Atlantic a 
grand total of 2,511,047 soldiers. The tor- 
pedo factory at Newport, R.I., was estab- 
lished on his suggestion and was completed 
under his administration as inspector of 
ordnance in charge of the torpedo station. 
Preliminary to this Captain Gleaves was 
sent abroad to: visit the torpedo factories 
in England, France, Germany, Italy and 
Austria, Admiral Gleaves was born in 
Nashville, Tenn., Jan. 1, 1858, and was 
appointed to the U.S. Naval Academy June 
12, 1878. Among other duties during his 
long years of service he was in the Hart- 
ford on the South Atlantie Station, in the 
Plymouth and Texas on the North Atlan- 
tic Station, in the Nipsic on the European 
Station and in the Trenton and Monocacy 
on the Asiatic Station. He was in com- 
mand of the torpedoboat Cushing during 
the Spanish-American War and served as 
navigating officer of the battleships In- 
diana and Alabama from 1900 to the fol- 
lowing year. From 1901 to 1904 he com- 
manded the Dolphin and the Mayflower 
and was next placed in charge of the tor- 
pedo station at Newport. He was in com- 
mand of the St. Louis of the Pacific Fleet, 
was aid to the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy and a member of the General Board. 
Admiral Gleaves commanded the naval 
station at Newport, the 2d Naval District 
and the Brooklyn Navy Yard; was in com- 
mand of the North Dakota and later of 
the Utah. While commandant of the navy 
yard at New York he made the workmen 
happy by removing the restriction against 
smoking during the noon hour. Later du- 
ties included service ag commander-in- 
chief of the Asiate Fleet wth the tempo- 
rary rank of Admiral. He has performed 
over twenty-eght years of sea service and 
a little over eighteen years of shore duty. 
His last assignment to duty was as com- 
mandant of the navy yard at Boston and 
of the 1st Naval District. While a lieu- 
tenant commander and making soundings 
in the North Atlantie ocean he discovered 
its greatest recorded depth. When he re- 
linquished command at Boston, Dee. 31, 
to his successor, Rear Admiral Henry A. 
Wiley, Admiral Gleaves went to Newport, 
R.I., as the guest of his son-in-law and 
daughter, Lieut. Comdr. and Mrs. T. B. 
Vanmetre. He was invited to the YJM.C. 
A. building and presented with a minia- 
ture torpedo as a mark of appreciation of 
his interest in the torpedo station. The 
gift was made from metal of the first tor- 
pedo ever manufactured at the station, 
and was from the shop forces. 


Col. Herschel Tupes, Inf., U.S.A., was 
placed on the retired list Dec. 31, 1921, 
for disability. incident to the service. 
Colonel Tupes was born in Ohio May 2, 
1874, and was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A., class of 1874, when he was assigned 
to the 15th Infantry. He is a distin- 
guished graduate of the Army School of 
the Line, and a graduate of the Army War 
College. Among other duties Colonel 
Tupes has served in Cuba, Hawaiian Is- 
lands, the Philippines and on college 
duty. During the World War he was on 
duty with the A.B.F. in France and was 
assistant chief of staff, 32d Division, 
while in action on the Alsace front. He 
was imspector, ist Division, while in 
action near Cantigny, was in command of 
the 372d Infantry in action on Verdun 
front, July 28 to Sept. 26, 1918, was in 
the attack with 9th Corps, French Army, 
ov Champagne front, Sept. 26 to Oct.. 6, 
and was in action on the Alsace front, 
Oct. 18 to Nov. 11, 1918. Colonel Tupes 
holds the degree of M.A., University of 
Missouri. 








Capt. Clarence J. Wright, Dental Corps, 
U.S.A., who was retired from active ser- 
vice Dec. 24, 1921, on account of dis- 
ability incident thereto, was born in Michi- 
gan April 10, 1894, and entered the Army 
as a dental surgeon, Sept. 17, 1917. He 
holds.the degree of D.D.S., University. of 
Michigan. 





In announcing the upproaching retire- 
ment of Master Sergt. Anton Wancura, 
2ist U.S. Inf. Lieut, Col. John R. Kelly, 
commanding, in G.O. 3, December, 1921, 
Schofield acks, H/T., says in part: 
‘Master Sergeant Wancura was trans- 
ferred to the 44th Infantry from the 14th 
Infantry in the early days of the late war, 
at a time when the newly organized regi- 
ments were in great need of experienced 
soldiers of his type.

Lieut. Col. Francis Bacon Jones, U.S.

At the time of his death he held the low- 
est number of any of those still alive in 
the legion ranks. Colonel Jones spent the 
last years of his life largely at Province- 
town, Mass. He is survived by two chil- 
dren, Russell Compton Jones and Mary 
Bacon Jones, both of New York.

When so transferred, 
the amount transferred becomes an integral 
part of the funds of units to which transfer is 
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made; no separate account of funds trans- 
ferred will be kept, and no transfer back to 
the unit made inactive is contemplated.

USE OF EXPLOSIVE AMMUNITION. 


OCIROULAR 3823, DEO. 17, 1921, W.D. 


In order to prevent further accidents arising 
from the use of high explosive ammunition, 
no more live ammunition of the following types 
will be used for trai_ing purposes, either tar- 
get practice or demonstration and tactical, ex- 
ercises, except at service schools: 

Shell, H.E., for 3-inch Stokes trench mortar; 
grenades, hand, H.E. Mk. II.; grenades, hand, 
offensive; grenades, rifle, V.B. H.E. Mk. I, 
The service schools may use live ammunition 
when it is considered essential for démonstra- 
tion purposes, provided proper safety precau- 
tions are always taken, 

Stokes mortar ammunition for use in train- 
ing will comprise the following types only: 

Shell, dummy, for 83-inch Stokes trench mor- 
tar; shell practice. for 38-inch Stokes trench 
mortar. The circular then goes on to describe 
the method of firing the shells, rifle grenades 
and hand grenades. 





KILAUEA MILITARY CAMP. 
BUL, 48, DEO. 3, 1921, HAWAIIAN DEPT, 


This bulletin relates to the establishment of 
a military camp at Kilauea, H.T., and pub- 
lishes regulations relating thereto. It says in 
part: 

In 1916 citizens of the Territory of Hawaii 
contributed about $24,000 for the establish- 
ment of a military camp at the volcano on the 
Island of Hawaii, to be used by the National 
Guard, the Army and other organizations. 

This camp has been turned over to the Army 
for its exclusive use as long as the department 
commander maintains campers there. The pur- 
pose of the camp is to provide healthy recre- 
ation for members of this command and their 
families by giving them the benefit of a tem- 
perate climate. 

Detachments of not less than 100 nor more 
than 125 enlisted men will be sent to the camp 
each Saturday, returning to Honolulu a week 
from the following Tuesday. The expenses of 
the trip are as follows: For officers and mem- 
bers of their families: Steamer, round trip, 
including meals, $18; railroad, round trip, 
$1.15; mess per day, $1; for camp mainten- 
ance, $2. . 

For enlisted men: Steamer, round trip, not 
including meals, $8; railroad, round trip, 
$1.15; camp maintenance, $2; total, $11.15. 

The method of selecting men to make this 
trip will be left to oe commanders, except 
that preference should be given to men whose 
character, length of service in the Department 
and good conduct merit such reward. It is 
not intended to extend this privilege to men 
likely to abuse it by becoming intoxicated, or 
otherwise bring discredit on the Service. 

The camp is under the command of an offi- 
cer permanently detailed for that duty.
